1. Claims 1-9 and 15-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method including 
the step of 

c) determining for each group a measured value whose beam irradiates the spatial area 

taken up by the object, and allocating to the respective group the point in time at which this 
measured value was acquired, when taken in combination with the other limitations of the claim. 
Claims 2-7 and 15-16 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

With respect to claim 8, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus 
including a control unit for controlling at least one reconstruction and image processing 
computer in accordance with the steps including the step of 

c) determining for each group a measured value whose beam irradiates the spatial area 
taken up by the object, and allocating to the respective group the point in time at which this 
measured value was acquired, when taken in combination with the other limitations of the claim. 

With respect to claim 9, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest computer readable 
medium encoded with computer executable instructions for a control unit for controlling at least 
one reconstruction and image processing computer of a computer tomography scanner, the 
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computer executable instructions, when executed by a processor, cause the processor to perform 
the acts including the step of 

c) determining for each group a measured value whose beam irradiates the spatial area 
taken up by the object, and allocating to the respective group the point in time at which this 
measured value was acquired, when taken in combination with the other limitations of the claim.
